Taxes Spent? 


By ISRAEL KUEIX 


Motor offic als ask— 
"What are the states doing TTIUI the 


receipts they colect from motorists in 
the form of" licenses, registration fees, 
taxes and other revenue? 
According to starstics 
compiled 


hv the U. S Bureau of Public Roads, 
all this money is not spent 
for the 


benefit of the motorist. 
"Where the 


difference goes is a matter of con- 
lecture. 
But complaints have heen reaching 
state author'ties that motorists ob- 
ject to being taxed for the main- 
tenance of departments from which 
they derive no direct benefits. Auto- 
mobile clubs are fighting 
just this 
system of Taxat-'on, 
yet plans 
fo« 
additional means of taxing motorists 
keep cropping up here and there. 


Xot All Used 


Out of 35 states deriving a revenue 
totalling nearly §32,500,000 a 
year 
from gasoline taxes, thirty-two apply 
parts of these funds 
to h'ghway 
work, the kind of state activity in 
tchich the motorist 
is mostly con- 
cerned. 
A little over 20,000.000 is 
paid out for high-way construction 
and maintenance. 
"Where does the remaining 512,500,- 
000 go? 
Twenty-four of the 36 -states hav- 
ing gasoline taxation apply all or 
nearly all these funds to 
highway 
trork, six spend half these revenues 
on such improvements, two less than 
this proportion 
and the remaining 


four use the receipts for other than 
tighwav purposes. 
Most receipts 
from registration 
fees, licenses and permits, however. 
go directly into 
the highway funds 


in all states. 
Only five of 
the 
states applied none of these receipts 
to state road -work in any direct form 
last year.

City Has Traffic 


Laws For Planes 


GALVESTOX, Tex., Oct. 11.—Gal- 


veston has begun regulating air traf- 
fic as well. 
An ordinance recently passed pro- 
libits airplanes from landing or tak- 
ing off within 300 feet of any street 
or public highway in the. city and 
within 400 feet from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. 
It also prohibits airplanes, fly-

the city, from sailing lower 


than 25CO feet above the ground.
